Record 

Enrolment 

There is a record enrolment in adult 
education courses at the University of 
Victoria. 

Dr. L.E. Devlin, Director of the Division 
of Continuing Education, released figures 
showing a 58% increase in enrolment in the 
division's courses since April 1, 1971. A 
total of 1,306 adults registered in evening 
courses during that period. 

Spring enrolment for 15 special courses 
was 305, the largest on record. The courses 
are offered by the division in co-operation 
with the Departments of Biology, English, 
Economics, Psychology, Faculty of Educa¬ 
tion and the Computing Centre. 

Fifty adults registered for the lecture 
series, Psychology Today, given by eight 
members of the Psychology Department. 
This course was the first to be sponsored 
jointly by the University and School Dis¬ 
trict No. 63 (Saanich) with lectures given 
Wednesday nights at Claremont Senior 
Secondary School. 


MacLaurin 

Named 

Vice-President 

University of Victoria President Hugh 
Farquhar has announced the appointment 
of Dr. D.J. MacLaurin to the position of 
Vice-President Academic. It is the first 
time the position has been filled at the 
University. 

In a memorandum to faculty and admin¬ 
istrative staff, Dr. Farquhar said Dr. 
MacLaurin "will continue as Chairman of 
the Commission on Academic Develop¬ 
ment, and in addition will have delegated 
to h im certain other responsibil ities related 
to Academic Affairs of the University." 

With Dr. MacLaurin's appointment, 
there are now two Vice-Presidents at the 
University. J.T. Kyle is Vice-President 
Administration. 

Dr. MacLaurin has been associated with 
the University of Victoria and Victoria 
College since 1961 as a Professor of Chem¬ 
istry. He has extensive experience in Uni¬ 
versity teaching and as a chemical engineer 
in industry. 

I n January he was named Chairman of a 
special commission set up by Dr. Farquhar, 
to study all phases of Academic Develop¬ 
ment at the University. 

Another commission headed by Dr. S.A. 
Jennings is studying Academic Gover¬ 
nance. 

Open House 

The lineup of proposed programmes for 
the University Open House portends an 
exciting weekend on campus according to 
R.R. Jeff els, Chairman of the Open House 
committee. 

"I am extremely gratified by the enthu¬ 
siasm shown by all concerned with the 
Open House plans," he said. 

















One feature which should help to draw 
more people, he said, will be a special day 
care centre for small children, being orga¬ 
nized by the AMS representative Deryk 
Thompson. 

Publicity giving details of the various 
departmental displays will start after all 
programmes from participating depart¬ 
ments have been submitted on February 
18. 

The official start of the Open House 
weekend will be the unveiling of a dedica¬ 
tion plaque at theCunningham Building by 
the Hon. Ray Williston at 8 p.m. Friday, 
March 3. This will be followed by a special 
lecture at 8:30 in MacLaurin 144 by Dr. 
D.M. Ross, Dean of Science, University of 
Alberta. Special tours and displayswill get 
underway Saturday, March 4at 10:30 a.m. 
and will continue to 9:30 p.m. The Univer¬ 
sity will be open to visitors from 1 to 5 
p.m.,Sunday, March 5.

This will be the first Open House at the 
University since 1967. 

Malahat Review 
21st Publication 


The Malahat Review, UVic's much- 
respected literary magazine, reached its 
"age of majority" this month with the 
publication of the 21st volume, which is 
issued together with an index of the mater¬ 
ial published so far. 

The Malahat was founded five years ago 
in 1967 by co-editors Robin Skelton and 
John Peter, both professors of English and 
authors. Their efforts to collect the best 
material possible from around the world 
have produced a magazine which is highly 
respected in international literary circles. 

The Malahat Review has now published 
work from 28 cou ntries and translations of 
material from 20 of the world s languages. 

Professor Peter recently stepped down 
from his editorial chair leaving Professor 
Skelton to edit the magazine alone. While 
regarding the loss of "John Peters critical 
acumen and far-sightedness" Skelton says 
the review will benefit by being able at last 
to publish Peter's fiction. The editors have 
refrained previously from using their own 
poetry and fiction feeling that they should 
be restricted to the provision of reviews

and critical articles. 

The magazine contains the first publica¬ 
tions in English of fiction, poetry, drama 
and critical essays and each volume in¬ 
cludes a pictorial section devoted to the 
work of some artist or artist/photographer. 
Authors and artists already represented in 
the Review include Henry Moore, Anna 
Akhmatova, Margaret Atwood, James 
Dickey, Zbigniew Herbert, Ferencz 
Juhasz, Stanley Kunitz, Ben Nicholson, 
Theodore Roethke, Miguel de Unamuno 
and George Woodcock. The magazine has 
also included much work by unknown 
writers. "We have tried to create a balance 
between the established and eminent 
writers and the totally unknown" Pro¬ 
fessor Skelton says. 

The editors first put forward a proposal 
for a literary magazine in 1965. The Uni¬ 
versity authorities having enthusiastically 
approved their plan, they took a year to 
organize the magazine and design its 
policy. The Malahat Review was launched 
on January 1st, 1967 with a cover picture 
by Henry Moore. 


The Malahat editors have not simply 
waited for good material to turn up on 
their desks, they have gone out after it. 
This active pursuit of material has led to 
the Malahat chalking up a number of 
"scoops". It has published previously 
unknown letters of D.H. Lawrence, the 
first translation of a play by Strindberg, 
the last article written by the late Walter 
Gropius, and it has recently been given the 
honour of being the first magazine permit¬ 
ted to publish reproductions of the work¬ 
sheets of Robert Graves. 

Future issues of The Malahat Review 
will differ only very slightly from their 
predecessors . The most significant change 
is the introduction of editorial comment 
which Skelton feels may add "a touch of 
personality." These pages of "comment" 
will be used to give the reader news of the 
Malahat's future plans and to survey "the 
state of literature at large" and comment 
upon present trends.
